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PARTY DISCIPLINE. 


The value of party discipline at this 
juncture in,our affairs was admirably 
set*forth by Senator Beck in a speech 
on the politica! situation delivered on 
the 4th instant.- We give the following 
extract: 

Democratic policy is coming to the front 
equality of states aud peopie,home rule aud loca, 
self-government have been vomceded already 
—with a majurily of states presided over by 
democratic governors, with a elear majority of 
all the people, regardless of race, color or pre- 
yious coudilivn,on our side ; with a majority of 
white votes larger than the white vote cast for 
General Washington on either occasion when 
he was uuavimously elected presideut of the 
United States; with the house of representa- 
tivesin our hands, and the senate almost so; 
with the certainty that it will be 80 at the cx- 
piration of the preseut Congress, it is certain 
that wecan rot only inaugurate, but car y out 
in the near future all the re 
forms we demand and pleiged ours 
selves to mainvtain in the platform of the party 
as prociaimed at St. Louis. With such pres- 
picts, with such a cause, when we all know 
that success is only possible through unity of 
ac‘ion end purpo:e; when the only tactics left 
to the enemy is to divide in order to copquer 
us, it ceems to me to be the very exireme of 
madness and folly for democ:ats new to aliow 
auything to separe’e or weaken them I can 
haruly understand how men cau run ‘indepen- 
dent’ or vote for ‘independen's’ at a time like 
this. Ifuly appreciate the policy ot radics's, 
who: i.nnot elect a member of their own party, 
fostering discontent and placing in office r - 
fractory or rebe!'ious democra's; but how any 
democrat can either abandon or weaken the 
power or the discipline of his party now pa: ses 
my comprehension.

THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 


Trains are running from the Ohio 
river to Somerset in Kentucky; and the 
management of the new company, 
state that the business thus far has 
been even better than was anticipated. 
The passenger business has been ex- 
tremely good, and the amount of 
freight by no means ineonsiderable. 
Cincinnati is encouraged, and is begin- 
ning to desire in downright earnest- 
ness the completion of the road to 
Chattanooga. 

The latest reports received in Cin» 
cinnati show that the grading of the 
entire line is completed to Chattanoo- 
ga,and withthe exception of a few 
trestles and bridges to be putin, is 
ready tor the ties, ballast and iron. 
There is now on hand suflicient iron to 
lay the track to within sixty miles of 
Chattanooga, and probably a sufficient 
number of ties torthe iron on hand. 
The bridges over the Ohio and the 
Tennessee are well advanced. There is 
no reason why the entire road should 
not be in operation within six months, 
except the lack of about two millions 
in money, which sum must be had to 
make the sixteen millions already. in- 
vested in ‘the line available.

All Georgians who have sons to 
educate should send them there or to 
some other Georgia college. It is bet- 
ter for the boys in aiter life, and better 
for the state.- And above 4ll, fet un— 
founded aspersions of the university 
and damaging imuendoes against 't 
cease. The time has come for the 
friends of the mstitution to rally to its 
support.

It ought 
to be well enough known by this tame 
that a journal does not, in reproduc- 
ing current comment, necessarily 
endorse it. Beyond a little pleasantry 
we haye criticized neither the conven- 
tion norits work. It is too soon to 
say whether we will approve or con- 
demn the organic law which the rep- 
resentatives of the people are now put- 
tiag in shape. It is our purpose to 
judge of the imstrument as a whole. 
Thus far, while there are many features 
that we do not admire, there’ are 
also many that we most heartily 
endorse. Lathe very nature of things, 
no fundamental law can be perfect, nor 
do we expect perfect work from the 
present convention. As we have said, 
we shall neither endorse nor condemn 
the new constitution until it is com- 
pleted; and we would suggest 
that our state contem pora- 
ries withhold their criticism until 
the fundamental law now in process 
of preparation shall be placed before 
them 1n its entirety—otherwise they will 
not only do injustice to the members of 
thé convention, but to the people who 
sent them bere. Itis entirely too early 
for criticism or condemnation. What 
might reject in part, it 
might be policy to ac- 
cept as a whole. Thus tar we 
neither approve nor condemn the work 
of the convention. If their work 
worthy of approval, we shall most cer- 
tainly giveit our support and endorse- 
ment. If otherwise we shall oppose it. 
In the meantime, we advise the con- 
vention to take its time. Men whoare 
engaged in the responsible duty of 
framing an organic law—a constitution 
that will be acceptable to the people— 
can afford to ignore the clamor of those 
who believe that such an instrument 
can be made in an hour.

The whole community was saddened 

vesterday morning by the news of two 
deaths which occurred inthe same 
building within a few minutes of each 
other. One of these deaths was that 
of Mr. Cnarles H. Buckley, agent in 
thiscity of the southern express com~ 
pany, and the other wasthat of Rev. 
W. H. Clarke, rector of St. Paul’s Epis- 
copal churcl. Mr. Buckley was ill for 
two weeks with inflamation ot the 
bowels. About three o’clock yester- 
day morning it became apparent to 
those around his bedside that he had 
but a few minutes to live, and Mr. C, 
E. Dodd, who wasin the room, went 
at once for Rev. W. H. Clarke 
to pray with the dving wan. 
Mr. Clarke was in his bed at his resi~x 
dence, on Bay street, when Mr. Dodd 
rung the bell. He quickly responded, 
and upon Mr. Dodd informing him what 
his errand was, said he would be ready 
ina few minutes. Mr. Dodd hurried 
back to Mr. Buckley’s, north side of 
street, near Washington, but when he 
reached there was informed that Mr. 
Buckley had died a few minutes before. 
In ashort time afterward Mr. Clarke ar- 
rived. He read the prayers for the 
dead and prayed extemporaneously, 
and then endeavored to administer 
consolation to the ~ grief-stricken 
widow of Mr. Buckley, who 
was in the next room, Ags she 
was very much exhausted and it seem- 
ed probable that she would faint, Mr. 
Ularke rubbed her forehead with some 
bay rum, nolding the bottle in one 
hand. Afterwards some coffee was 
brought infor her and Mr. Clark took 
a saucercoutaining the beverage and 
held it for hertodrink. While be was 
doing this a lady in the room noticed 
that the bottle of bay rum fell from his 
hand. She picked it up and handed it 
back again, but, in afew moments it 
tell again. She then noticed that Mr. 
Clarke seemed to be ill or faint and at 
once made him sit down. She spoke 
to him, but he made somefinartciulate 
reply. Alarmed, she called several 
gentie:nen in the next room, and these 
at oncecame in and endeavored to 
arouse him, but in vain. They then car- 
ried him out on the balcony ‘hoping 
that the tresh air would revive him. 
When out on the balcony they bathed 
his face with ice water and gave him 
some to drink, but all in vain. Three 
physicians, who had been summoned, 
soon arrived, but they were unable to 
do anything. The patient was beyond 
human aid. He Itngered in a totally 
unconscious state until six o’clock, a. 
m., and then d ed. Soon atter he was 
stricken, his daughter—his only 
child—was sent for and reached him 
before he passed away. The cause of 
Mr. Clarke’s death was paralysis of the 
brain.

Gen. Lawton made a fine speech in 
the Georgia convention against the 
senseless reduction of the judges’ sala- 
ries and in favor of leaving the whole 
matter to the regulations of the legisia- 
ture. Of course the speech had no ef- 
fect upon the statesmen who are run- 
ning the convention in the interest of 
“retienchment, economy and retorm,”’ 
but that is the fault of the statesmen 
and not of Gen. Lawton. 

.CHEAP JUDGES A POOR INVESTMENT. 
Baltimore Sun. 

The constitutional convention of 
Georgia seems tO be determined to put 
down the wild hunt for judicial ofticées 
in that state by fixing the salaries at 
very low living rates. The salaries of 
the supreme court judges are fixed at 
not exceeding three thousand dollars 
in currency. The superior court 
judges and solicitors general are to be 
elected by a joint ballot of the legisla- 
ture, with salaries not to exceed two 
thousand dollarsin currency. There 
was along debate and hard struggle 
on these matters, but the retrenchment 
and reform party were victorious. The 
attorney general of the state is to be 
elected by the people, and his salary is 
not to exceed two thousand dollars, 
with no fees of any kind. If the peo- 
ple of Georgia succeed in securing com- 
yetent officials at such salaries they 
will certainly have inaugurated a vig- 
orous system of retrenchment, for the 
same officials. are now paid nearly 
double the sulary provided for. The 
fact is, however, that a sufficient re- 
muneration tojjudicial officers, so as to 
secure able and iudependent men, is 
generally the cheapest in that most 
important department of government. 


COMMENCED AT THE TOP, 
New York Sun 

The southern states are practicing 
economy in ali their affairs, and cutting 
off every form of excessive expendi-~ 
ture, without regard to the standing or 
influence of the beneficiaries. The 
hard lessons they learned during the 
civil war are beginning to tell advan- 
tageously upon a people who were 
previously accustomed to take the 
world easy, and to regard labor as de~ 
grading. The chanyes already effected 
in South Carolina and Louisiana are 
marvellous, when compared with the 
reckless extravagance six months ago; 
and the result of this transformation is 
visible to every eye in the increased 
credit of both states. Under the new 
constitution of Georgia, which will un- 
doubtedly be approved by the popular 
vote, the salary of the governor is re- 
duced from four thousand to three 
thousand dollars a year. The best 
men in the state will be glad to serve 
tor this pay, because they regare the 
honor of the position as far above its 
emolumeuts. The reformers in Geor- 
gia wisely commenced at the top, with 
the highest officers first, and will grad- 
ually descend to the lower scale, as has 
been discreetly done in other southern 
states, which will soon grow rich by 
their economies, 

“COME OVER TO OUR LINE,” 
Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

The Chronicle and Sentinel notices 
with regret that there is in the conven- 
tion ‘‘a class of men who insist, on 
every opportune or inopportune occa- 
sion, in season and out of season, upon 
loading the constitution with things as 
objectionable in themselves as they 
are unnecessary and impolitic.’’ 
qgfhe inter-ocean called attention to 
the mischief this same element in the 
convention was disposed to do two or 
three weeks ago, and at that time spoke 
of the spirit which controlled the con- 
vention in very much the tone now 
adopted by the Georgia paper. When 
a democratic paper drifts into the In- 
ter-Ocean current, there must be good 
cause for censure. 

The Augusta paper warns the mem- 
bers of the conyention that they start 
with the republican vote of the state 
(controlled by a handful of men whose 
intelligence and adroitness leave them 
leaders ; whose mere word is law to 
their followers) arrayed solidly against 
them; that if the white vote 
of the state is seriously divided 
the constitution will be in- 
evitably rejected. And ali this because 
the convention is controlled by men 
who, in mistaken zeal, are doing injury 
to the cause which they should have 
nearest their hearts, 

Not many weeks ago the paper that 
lectures the convention as above indi~ 
cated, accused the Inter-Ocean of malig- 
nant misrepresentation of the control- 
ling spirit of the convention. Now it 
comes squarely over to our line of argu- 
ment. Wecondemn the spirit of the 
convention because it was bad, and we 
questioned the ability of the members 
to form a good constitution acceptable 
to all classes in the state because Robs» 
ert Toombs and his clique appeared at 
so early astate in the proceedings as 
recognized leaders. The Chronicle and 
Sentinel condemns the spirit of the 
convention because it feers that this 
spirit will be upheld in the rejection of 
the work of the convention.

It wes the sense of the 
society that the pear isthird rate in flavor it 
is, however, of good appearance and is very 
hardy. Itis cultivated with remarkable suc- 
cess in Southern Georgia. 

There was a geueral interchange of Views as 
totoe culture of grapes, the general opinion 
being that it is dangerous for vines to bear too 
heavily. 

Mr. Richard Peters reported that he once saw 
a vineyari at Tuanell Hill where the vines bore 
as much as thirty puuuds each, and that they 
never bore again. It was said by several mem- 
bers thatif a vine can be made to produce at 
once wood and fruit it isin a normal condition 
aud will thrive. The caose of the failure of 
vines often is that they run to fruit and do not 
produce enough wood to sustain them 

Dr. Hape stated that he recently visited the 
vineyard of Mr Woodruff, near Griffin, aud 
saw there a magdificent crop. such as he never 
saw before. He says the Viueyard will pru 
duce at least 103,000 pounds of fruit.
